This is due in part to dental sup­ 
port of fluroidation. plus the an­ 
nual February Children's Den­ 
tal Health Week, toothbrushing, 
milk drinking, etc F’lus the fact 
that many people are now irate 
at not being able to get an M.D. 
to make a house call, especially 
at night. 
2 
The D.D.S. looms larger 
than the M.D because the latter 
has now become submerged in 
the “ hospital complex.” where 
the medic often holds only a 
slightly higher prestige than the 
white-coated lab technician, 
nurse and orderly. 
The D.D.S. is still the skilful 
surgeon who stands beside the 
patient throughout the entire 
surgical procedure. The dental 
patient thus remains awake and 
observes the dental surgeon’s 
action or listens to his talk, but 
the medical patient is anesthe­ 
tized and doesn’t know who or 
what transpires till the anes­ 
thetic wears off. 
3. Since the D.D.S. seldom is 
required to handle night calls, 
he thus escapes the growing 
rumble against the M.D. 


4. The “ do-it-yourself" atti­ 
tude is a greater threat to the

5. The D.D.S. receives more 
grateful remembrance for his 
cosmetic improvement of the 
patient For each morning when 
the latter views his attractive 
smile in the bathroom mirror or 
finds him self appearing

years younger because of the 
false teeth that now remove his 
shrunken cheeks and puckered 
mouth, he thinks favorably of 
his 
dental 
surgeon. 
Medical 
incisions, as in the abdomen, 
are not so readily apparent nor 
so much a cause for elation in 
the cosmetic realm. 
6. F’atients don't regard the 
dental surgeon as in cahoots 
with the drug industry, for it is 
the M.D. who hands them pre­ 
scriptions to be filled, at extra 
cost, via the corner pharmacy. 
Dental surgeons simply hand a 
few pain killing pills to their 
oral 
surgery cases, to take 
home and use as needed. 
7 Dental surgeons are more 
likely to dine at noon with other 


business and professional men 
at servicemen’s luncheons. So 
the D.D.S. thus becomes a bet­ 
ter practical psychologist than 
the M I),, who is stuck away 
mornings at 
the hospitals, 
where he lunches with other 
medics, interns and resident 
medics.

Whenyou use limit raises, you 
want to have some method of 
handling the forcing raise One 
way is to bid a suit, then jump in 
partner’s suit. Other ways are 
to give some jump response an 
artificial meaning. We use the 
response of two no-trump by an 
unpassed hand to a major-suit 
opening as an artificial bid. It 
has nothing to do with no-trump 
but forces to game in partner's 
major suit. 
This throws the normal 13-15- 
point two no-trump response out 
thewindow, but we have found 
this no loss. When you have 13- 
15 balanced points, you can do 
just as well by bidding a suit 
first. 
This artificial bid is known as 
the Jacoby Two No-trump. It is 
an option in JACOBY MOD­ 
ERN. It is unlimited in strength 
and the opener bids a new suit to 
show a singleton or void, where­ 
upon the bidding continues. Any 
time a player has nothing more 
to show, he signs off in the 
agreed suit. All other bids below 
game are mild slam sugges­ 
tions. 
In today's hand, we see Ed 
Banks and Terry Radjef of 
Dallas getting to a fine grand- 
slam contract by means of this 
bid. Terry's opening was mini­ 
mum but he had a singleton and 
showed it as required. Ed’s 
four-club bid showed the ace 
and started the slam action, so 
Terry proceeded to show the di­ 
amond ace. 
Ed was ready for slam after 
that bid, but went to five dia­ 
monds to show second-round di­ 
amond control and real slam in­ 
terest. since he had gone past 
the spade game.

Because so many women in 
this country today have hus­ 
bands who travel. I have been 
interested in the problems they 
encounter while caring for a 
home and children without a fa­ 
ther available in times of trav­ 
ail I've done some research on 
the subject because the week- 
long matriarchy is a real social 
concern. 
Who is kidding whom0 My 
husband has always traveled a 
great deal and I wanted to know 
how my coping compared to the 
coping of other women. 
After talking with many 
wives whose husbands are al­ 
ways in Miami when the main 
fuse to the furnace blows and in 
Seattle when the baby runs a 
temperature of 104. I have con­ 
cluded that most women are re­ 
sponsible. strong and resource­ 
ful. I happily aligned myself 
with this group, considering 
how well I have coped in the 
past with such emergencies. 
(No. I did NOT mention how I 
always burst into tears when 
the water heater goes out. For 
heaven's sake, do we have to 
drag every little thing into a 
conversation?) 
Wives of traveling men do 
have problems. High on their 
list of worries is that a child 
might be seriously injured while 
father is away. Far down on the 
list, under “ insignificant but 
mentionable." were such things 
as going alone to school func­ 
tions and other meetings. 
In the middle range of dislikes 
fell the complaints about having 
to make repairs around the 
house and being on constant call 
for chauffering duty. 


Most often mentioned was the 
loneliness after the children's 
bedtime, after the dinner dishes 
were done. “ I mean.” the wom­ 
an said, “ it isn't that I don't like 
Dick Cavett but, night after 
night, being in a room with only 
a man in a box . . . ” 
Recently I had a chance to see 
how my husband and children 
could cope without me. Because 
I was promoting a new book. I 
was gone for a week. 
I called home anxiously to see 
how they were doing without 
me.

clubs have landed Luis Aparicio look- 
alikes at baseball's winter trade market, 
but the prototype shortstop belongs to the 
Boston Red Sox today and they're building 
a pennant dream on the new property. 
The Chicago White Sox. cleaning house 
after a last-place finish in the American 
League’s Western Division, dealt Aparicio 
to Boston Tuesday for second baseman 
Mike Andrews and 21-year-old shortstop 
Luis Alvarado. Chicago Manager Chuck 
Tanner promptly likened Alvarado to the 
36-year-old Venezuelan bantam he'll try to 
replace in the White Sox' infield. 
Meanwhile, the Baltimore Orioles re­ 
luctantly parted with Aparicio’s country, 
man and protege, 21-year-old shortstop 
Enzo Hernandez, in a six-player swap that 


also sent pitcher Tom Phoebus to San Die­ 
go's National League expansion team in 
exchange for pitchers Pat Dobson and 
Tom Dukes. 
In other major league transactions. At­ 
lanta traded infielder Bob Aspromonte to 
the New York Mets for reliever Ron Her- 
bel and Houston purchased catcher Jack 
Hiatt from the Chicago Cubs. 
“ Reports from our scouts compare Al­ 
varado to a young Luis Aparicio.'' Tanner 
said after the White Sox swung their third 
deal of the two-day-old winter meetings. 
“ I'm not saying Hernandez is another 
Aparicio. but he reminds me a lot of Luis 
when he was a kid,” said Orioles' skipper 
Earl Weaver following the world champs’ 
second trade in brisk swapping that prom­ 
ises to mount at the winter meetings be­ 


fore Friday's windup. 


While the White Sox and Padres envi­ 
sioned future returns from their young 
shortstops and the pitching-rich Orioles 
looked toward Dobson as another potential 
20-game winner. Boston's Eddie Kasko 
took the short view— and saw a champion­ 
ship flag flying over Fenway Park. 


•We feel we can win the pennant with 
Aparicio.” said the Red Sox’ skipper, who 
plans to shift Rico Petrocelli from short to 
third base to make room for the 155-pound 
veteran of 15 American League seasons. 


“ I'm not concerned about his age. not if 
we win next year. By the time he’s 
through, we'll have someone to take his 
place. I ’m concerned about next year.” 


Aparicio. a superb shortstop who has 
led the league in stolen bases nine times, 


batted a career-high .313 in 146 games last 
season. 


Andrews. 27. batted .253 for the Red 
Sox. with 17 homers and 65 runs batted in. 
“ He'll be the take-charge guy in our in­ 
field,” said Tanner. “ He’ll help stabilize 
Alvarado at short and Carlos May, who 
we're moving to first from the outfield. 


Alvarado, the International League’s 
Most Valuable Player in 1969, began his 
rookie AL season as Boston’s regular third 
baseman but wound up dividing the year 
between the Red Sox and their Louisville 
farm club. He hit .224 in 59 games with 
Boston.

CLEVELAN D (AP)-Cleveland Browns 
Coach Blanton Collier said Tuesday that 
his decision to announce his voluntary re­ 
tirement at the end of this season was 
made to take pressure off his struggling 
football team. 
Collier publicly announced his retire­ 
ment Tuesday after telling his players of 
his decision after Sunday’s 28-9 loss to 
Pittsburgh He had told Browns’ owner Art 
Modell and Harold Sauerbrei, the team's 
general manager, of his decision before 
the season began. 
“ I didn’t tell the players at the begin­ 
ning of the season because I wanted the 
team to win on its own merits.” Collier 
said. “ I didn't want them to have the extra 
burden of perhaps trying to do something 
for a coach who was retiring.” 
The Browns have posted only a 5-6 rec­ 
ord this season, but are tied for first place 
with Pittsburgh and Cincinnati in the 
American Football Conference's Central

“ I let the players know about it on Sun­ 
day because 1 felt that it might take some 
pressure off them.” said Collier, who has 
won 74 games, lost 33 and tied two in eight 
years as head coach. “ I didn’t want them 
to feel that they had to win games for me to 
save my job.” 
Collier, who will be 65 in July, said he 
had seen other coaches forced to retire and

Go lden, wo uld a n a dministra tio n be 
co bbered fo r try ing to sa v e the liv es o f 
its so ldiers. This is precisely wha t ha s 
been ha ppening a s tha t little g ro up o f 
willful men in the Sena te pro ceeds 
do wn its cho sen ro a d o f o bstructio n­ 
ism. There sho uld ha v e been cheering 
in the Sena te o v er the hero ism o f the 
Co mma ndo tea m tha t went into No rth 
Vietna m in a n a ttempt to rescue ba dly 
trea ted a nd dy ing America n priso ners. 
There sho uld ha v e been indig na tio n 
o v er the Co mmunist bruta lity tha t ha s 
ca used the dea th o f 17 o f tho se priso n­ 
ers. 


But this wa s no t so . Cha irn\a n J. 
Willia m Fulbrig ht o f the Sena te Fo r­ 
eig n Rela tio ns Co mmittee wa s quick to 
summo n Secreta ry o f Defense Melv in 
La ird, dema nding a n ex pla na tio n. It is 
to Mr. La ird’s credit tha t he did no t 
truckle to Fulbrig ht, but bo ldly sta ted 
tha t o ther a ttempts wo uld be ma de to 
rescue men held in v io la tio n o f the Ge­ 
nev a Co nv entio n. In effect, he spo ke 
fo r the wiv es a nd mo thers o f America n 
priso ners who ha v e plea ded to no a v a il 
with the No rth Vietna mese Co mmu­ 
nists, who ha v e jo urney ed to Wa shing ­ 
to n a nd Pa ris (site o f the “ neg o tia ­ 
tio ns” with the Co mmunists) to beg 
simply fo r kno wledg e o f their men—a 
kno wledg e which a ll civ ilized na tio ns 
furnish but which No rth Vietna m fla tly 
refuses to pro v ide. 
Sen. Fulbrig ht tried to ma ke Secre­ 
ta ry La ird’s a ppea ra nce a po litica l Ro ­ 
ma n ho lida y by la shing o ut a t Presi­ 
dent Nix o n fo r refusing to a ccept a 
“ defea t” no t wa rra nted by the milita ry 
fa cts o f the Vietna mese co nflict. He 
ma de a pla y fo r the a nti-wa r senti­ 
ments o f mo st America ns by questio n­ 
ing “ the wisdo m o f the o pera tio n a nd 
its effects upo n the pro spect fo r ending 
the wa r thro ug h neg o tia tio ns” —a cy ni­ 
ca l sta tement since he is fully a wa re 
tha t the No rth Vietna mese Co mmu­ 
nists ha v e refused to neg o tia te a ny ­ 
thing . 


There were o thers who jo ined in - 
Sen. Edmund Muskie, the lea ding 
ho peful fo r the 19 72 Demo cra tic Presi­ 
dentia l no mina tio n, wa s o ne. Tho ug h 
he pra ised the bra v ery o f the ra iding 
pa rty , he decried its effo rts a s a n “ ex ­ 


ercise in futility .” Sen. Geo rg e Aiken, 
the supera nnua ted Vermo nt Republi­ 
ca n. co ntinued his ha bitua l pra ctice o f 
ta king ba d po sitio ns fo r the no blest o f 
rea so ns. Sena te Ma jo rity Lea der Mike 
Ma nsfield o ffered his 
usua l 
fa int 
da mns, co mbining pa rtisa n po litics 
a nd the sta tema n’s po se. And la me 
duck Sen. Albert Go re echo ed the Ful­ 
brig ht line. 
Sen. Birch Ba v h, the India na Demo ­ 
cra t, sho wed his ing ra titude to the 
AFL-CIO, which fina nced his electio n 
to the Sena te ($70,000 wo rth) a nd ta kes 
a stro ng ha wkish line in Vietna m, by 
sneering a t wha t he ca lled the a dminis­ 
tra tio n’s “ Jo hn Wa y ne a ppro a ch.” 
(Perha ps a little mo re o f the Jo hn 
Wa y ne philo so phy mig ht enure to the 
co untry ’s g o o d.) Co mpa re this a ssess­ 
ment o f the co mma ndo ra id with tha t 
o f Sen. Henry Ja ckso n, D.-Wa sh., who 
ro se a bo v e po litics by ca lling the a d­ 
ministra tio n’s a ctio n “ so und, prudent, 
a nd sensible.” 
Just wha t do the Demo cra ts, with 
so me help fro m Mr. Aiken a nd Repub­ 
lica n Sena to r Ja co b Ja v its o f New 
Yo rk, ho pe to g a in by bera ting the 
President? America ns, fo r the mo st 
pa rt, a re deeply tro ubled by the to rture 
o f GIs ca ptured in Vietna m by the 
Co mmunists a nd o f the ca v a lier a tti­ 
tude ta ken by the No rth Vietna mese. 
Only the a ppea sement brig a de ca n find 
justifica tio n fo r this trea tment o f 
America n priso ners. Perha ps by 19 72 , 
the so rry rea ctio n o f so me Sena to rs 
will be fo rg o tten. But there will a lwa y s 
be so me peo ple to remind the electo r­ 
a te. 
This, ho wev er, is unimpo rta nt in the 
lo ng run. Wha t bo thers us is tha t re­ 
spo nsible men, ho lding impo rta nt o f­ 
fice, sho uld fo rg et tha t America ns who 
put their liv es o n the line a re suffering 
a nd dy ing in Co mmunist priso n ca mps. 
There sho uld ha v e been g enera l rejo ic­ 
ing tha t Ha no i ha d been info rmed, in 
clea r-cut terms, tha t the United Sta tes 
wo uld no t sit idly by fo rev er. It used to 
be sa id tha t po litics sto pped a t the wa ­ 
ter’s edg e, but this is no lo ng er ture. 
The a ng uished o utcries o f Mr. Ful­ 
brig ht, Mr. Muskie, a nd Co . will no t be 
ig no red by the Vietna mese Co mmu­ 
nists. Once mo re they will sa y tha t 
America is to o div ided to co unt.

This ma kes fo r a current a nnua l 
ma rket o f mo re tha n $4 1 millio n a nd 
keeps the wheels humming fo r so me 
110 do mestic suppliers o f mo del ra il­ 
ro a ding equipment.

Dear Doctor— 1 have been 
told that I have a slight enlarge­ 
ment of the prostate and need 
the operation which is done 
without an incision I was told 
that this operation and recuper­ 
ation 
would 
mean 
several 
weeks away from work 


I was wondering if there is 
any m edication, treatm ent, 
diet, exercise or daily habits 
that will help the above condi­ 
tion or is the operation the only 
way? 
Dear Reader— The prostate 
gland surrounds the urethra, 
the tube for the outflow of urine, 
at the outlet of the bladder As 
the gland enlarges it compress­ 
es the urethral tube and ob­ 
structs the normal flow of urine 
There are muscles in the blad­ 
der and they must contract 
harder to push urine past the 
obstruction 
As the condition gets worse it 
is not possible for the bladder to 
empty completely This causes 
larger and larger amounts of 
urine to be retained in the blad­ 
der. This leads to a feeling to 
urinate frequently, get up at 
night, with the bladder still feel­ 
ing full after urinating. 
Sometimes after a man with 


prostate trouble has passed all 
the urine he can. a catheter or 
hollow tube can be forced past 
the obstruction into the bladder 
and several quarts or more of 
urine drained from the bladder. 
Prolonged overdistention of the 
bladder damages it. causing ad­ 
ditional problems. 
Since the enlarged prostate 
causes a mechanical obstruc­ 
tion. the only real way the prob­ 
lem can be relieved is by surgi­ 
cal removal. There are several 
ways this can be done, depend­ 
ing upon the situation. 
The 
operation mentioned here is the 
most likely one; pieces of the 
cm larged prostate are removed 
by means of an instrument in­ 
serted into the urethral tube 
through the penis..., 
The ob­ 
struction caused by 
the en­ 
larged prostate cannot be re­ 
moved by taking pills, eating 
special diets or exercises. Prob­ 
lems caused by an enlarged 
prostate occur in most men who 
live long enough to develop it. 
Complete recovery 
usually 
takes several weeks. 
Dear Doctor— I have been 
taking two aspirins a day. Will 
this cause any harm? 
Dear Reader— No, not unless 
you are allergic to aspirin. I

Constant curiosity and a spirit 
of inventiveness will bring a va­ 
riety of side dishes to your ta­ 
ble. Many cooks do well with 
meats and casseroles but fall 
into dull and routine practices 
when dealing with vegetables. 
That’s one reason I ’m always 
looking for new methods and 
combinations such as these two 
old-time Italian recipes. First is 
called Mushrooms in Skillet. 
It’s attractive to the eye and 
pleasant to the taste, equally 
useful as a vegetable or princi­ 
pal ingredient for a luncheon. 
Heat 2 tablespoons vegetable 
oil (the Italian recipe calls for 
pure olive oil) in a skillet and 
sprinkle liberally with garlic 
salt. 
Add 4 anchovy filets 
chopped fine. 
Wash 
and 
cut 
into 
large 
pieces a 4 pound of fresh mush­ 
rooms, 2 fresh tomatoes peeled 
and cut into wedges (or use the 
excellent 
canned 
varieties 
packed in wedges), >.» teaspoon 
chopped mint leaf, >2 teaspoon 
salt, and ‘2 teaspoon pepper. 
Cover the skillet and cook 
over high heat for about 15 min­ 
utes, stirring often. Serve on 
crisp toast points to 4 people. 
The other dish bears the name 
Onions Bordolese and reminds 
me that all too infrequently do 
we use onions as a vegetable 
course. Peel 
2 large onions 
(Spanish or Italian Red), cut in 
half and remove centers so the 
halves may be stuffed. I put the 
portions removed into the bot- 
ton of the pan for that second 
helping. 
Chop fine 4 fresh chicken liv­ 
ers and 1 large mushroom and 
mix with 2 tablespoons soft but­ 
ter, >4 teaspoon salt, and sever­ 
al 
dashes 
of black 
pepper. 
Blend, then stuff onion halves 
with mixture. 
Place the onions in a well but­ 
tered baking dish with cover. 
Preheat oven to 375 and bake 20 
minutes. Meantime melt 2 ta­ 
blespoons butter in a sauce pan. 
blend in 1 scant tablespoon flour 
and 34 cup hot beef broth. Bring 
to boil for 1 minute. 


Lift cover on onions after the 
20 minutes, pour over the sauce, 
cover again and cook 15 minutes 
longer. Remove from the oven 
and sprinkle onions with 1 jig­ 
ger of cognac. Serve imme­ 
diately.

Dear Dr. Lamb— Will appe­ 
tite suppressant pills taken in 
the fourth month of pregnancy 
cause the child to lose weight 
and be nervous? Is any drug ad­ 
visable to take during pregnan­ 
cy? 
Dear Reader— The baby ab­ 
sorbs only those things in the 
mother’s blood stream. All nu­ 
trients. essential vitamins, oxy­ 
gen and chemicals from drugs 
filter across the placenta (after 
it is formed and by simple diffu­ 
sion earlier) and are absorbed 
by the baby. Fortunately, the 
m other’s drugs are diluted 
throughout her body, so the 
baby doesn’t get an adult dose. 
Even so, the baby is affected by 
any medicine or drug taken by a 
mother during her pregnancy. 
We have much yet to learn 
about this problem. We do know 
that mothers using addictive 
drugs give birth to babies al­ 
ready addicted. As the baby is 
born, he must be treated for 
drug addiction.

Proposed 
Constitution

S P RIN G F IE L D ( U P I) - O n 
Dec. 15 the state’s voters will 
have an opportunity to resolve 
for Illinois two of the nation's 
most enduring controversies — 
capital punishment and the vote 
for 18 year olds. 
The chance to abolish the 
death penalty and lower the 
voting age will be presented in 
separate questions on the bal­ 
lot for the Dec. 15 referendum 
on the state’s proposed consti­ 
tution. 
Illin o is’ sixth constitutional 
convention was unable to agree 
on what position the new consti­ 
tution should take on the two 
controversial matters and the 
separate ballot questions were 
the result. 
The question on abolishing 


the death penalty will be No. 3 
on the ballot and that on low­ 
ering the voting age will be 
No. 4. 
If the voters do away with 
the death penalty, Illinois will 
become the 14th state to abolish 
capital punishment. 
Executions Are Rare 
In recent years, because of 
court rulings and other factors, 
executions in the United States 
have become increasingly rare 
No one has been executed for 
more than three years for any 
crime in the United States, and 
more than eight years have 
elapsed since the last time cap­ 
ital punishment was invoked in 
Illinois. 
“ Since 1935, when a high of 
200 executions across the coun­ 
try was reached, fewer and 
fewer death penalties have been 
imposed, and even fewer have 
been carried out.” said Elm er 
Gertz. chairman of con-con s 
bill of rights committee. 
Gertz said a national Harris 
poll conducted in 1966 showed 


47 per cent of those questioned 
were opposed to capital punish­ 
ment. Only 38 per cent favored 
it. and the other 15 per cent 
were undecided. 
If the death penatly is abol­ 
ished in Illinois, there will be 
no exceptions to the rule. 
In 
some states which have done 
away with it. the death sen­ 
tence can be imposed under 
certain circumstances, usually 
when a police officer or prison 
employe is slain or when a con­ 
victed murderer commits an­ 
other. 
Gertz said abolition of capital 
punishment for state crimes 
would not give immunity to 
those convicted of federal of­ 
fenses. such as treason or pira­ 
cy on the high seas, which are 
punishable by death. 


The Pros and ( ons 
Debate on abolition of the 
death penalty cut across parti­ 


san lines at con-con and was 
filled with the arguments that 
have marked such discussions 


around the country for years. 
On the one hand, there were 
delegates who said they firmly 
believed capital punishment is 
a deterrent to murder and its 
abolition would remove “ the 
strongest check a would - be 
murderer has hanging over his 
head." 
On the other hand, there were 
delegates who argued there is 
no proof capital punishment de­ 
ters crime and that the prac­ 
tice is “ barbaric” and a throw- 
back to the Middle Ages. 
If Illinois voters give the 
franchise to 18 year olds, it 
would represent a “ continuous 
process of extending suffrange 
to all American people,” ac­ 
cording to Peter Tomei. chair­ 
man of con-con’s suffrage and 
amending committee. 
Originally, Tomei said, only 
those owning real estate were 
considered worthy of the vote. 
Later, only white men were 
granted the privilege until in 
1870 black men were also en­ 
franchised. 
"But it still took 


women until early this century 
to gain the vote,” Tomei said, 
“ and now it remains to extend 
the vote to another deserving 
group " 
Tomei said that of those be­ 
tween 18 and 21 years, 73 per 
cent pay some taxes, 60 per 
cent are in the labor force, 10 
per cent are married women 
and 6 per cent 
are in the 
armed forces. 
Tomei originally wanted the 
18-year-old vote contained in 
the main body of the constitu­ 
tion but he encountered strong 
opposition from delegates who 
argued 18 year olds are not ma­ 
ture enough to intelligently ex­ 
ercise the vote. 
Others argued that in states 
which have graned the vote to 
persons younger than 21, statis­ 
tics show a very small percent­ 
age of them have exercised the 
franchise. 
But the question of whether 
18 year olds get the vote in 
Illinois does not rest solely with 
the state's electorate. 


This year Congress passed a 
voting rights law which gives 
the vote to 18 year olds in all 
local, state and national elec­ 
tions. The measure’s constitu­ 
tionality has been appealed to 
the U.S. Supreme Court on 
grounds it invades the province 
of the states. 
If the high court declares the 
voting act constitutional.Illinois 
18 year olds will be enfran­ 
chised no matter what happens 
in the constitutional referen­ 
dum. 
But if the Supreme Court 
holds the act invalid and Illi­ 
nois voters approve the lower 
voting age in the referendum. 
Illinois would join a handful of 
states which have given the 
vote to those below the age of 
21. 
In a matter related to elec­ 
tions, the voters in the referen­ 
dum will have the opportunity 
to establish a statewide board 
of elections.
